Thon Prof. Arstings- 
tttll, with a two-foot drawing knife, proceeds 
to sliavo off great pieces oC Uouti from tho solo 
of tho foot.

found imbedded in the foot, which have been 
picked up during street parades. Sometimes 
tlieso irritating morsels work up into tho leg 
and produce a. festering sore. A largo nail 
was fount! yesterday in Pallis' foot imbedded 
over threo inches from tho bottom. Prpf. 
ArstingstuH extracted it with n smo.ll pah- of 
pincers, then syringed tho wound with warm 
water, anci subsequently covered it with tar.' 
Tho professor, when hurried on tho road, 
sometimes draws out such uails with his 
teeth. Pallis apparently suffered great pain, 
but seemed to know that tho operation would 
givo relief. Ho held the foot high and quiotly 
of his own accord until all was finished, then 
nourished his trunk, trumpeted, and ex- 
pressed almost, in words his sincere tlmnla.
